“All God's chillun’ got trouble these days.” 

The church has always contended that God can solve these prob- 
lems through the individual’s personal fellowship with a living Lord. 

Let’s put the question bluntly. Can you and I really have com- 
munion with Christ as we would with earthly friends? Can we 
know personaily that same Jesus whose words are recorded in the 
New Testament, who walked the dusty trails of Galilee 2,000 years 
ago? 


I don’t mean can we treasure His words, or try to follow His | 


example, or imagine Him. 

I mean is He really alive? Can we actually meet Him, com- 
mune with Him, ask His help for our everyday affairs? 

The Gospel writers say “yes.’”’ A host of men and women down 
the ages say “yes.” The church says “yes.” 

I realize that to the man in the street it is quite puzzling to 
speak about the “Chief” guiding one’s life, arranging the details of 
everyday existence To say that John Smith, working in a Gov- 
ernment office, can directly, and in full possession of his faculties, 
get into communication with God sounds almost fantastic. 


But that is precisely what I do mean—that the housewife 
atanding in her kitchen over a pile of dishes ... and the stu- 
dent reading in the library until midnight ... and the street- 
car motorman ringing his bell through the city traffic ... that 
the lonely one in the hospital ward ... can be in direct com- 
munion with God. That is exactly what this imaginative faith 
involves. 


Since this is true, dco we realize what a tremendous, breath- 
eatching fact it is? Do you realize how significant it is for you?

It means that no single event of your !ife will ever have to be 
faced alone—neither sorrow nor bereavement-—pain nor loneliness— 
joy nor laughter—pleasure nor fun. 

It means that you need never make any decision without His 
help and His guidance. It means the sanctifying of every part 
of your life. 

The church, you see, rests its unshakable conviction that fellow- 
ship of that kind with a living Lord is possible, squarely on the 
fact of the Resurrection. 

The Gospel writers say that at the beginning of Christ’s min- 
istry, He chose 12 men... “that they might be with Him.” 

They were very ordinary men’ By our standards of judgment, 
not a single one of them would have been considered disciple mate- 
rial. Tax collectors—fishermen—peasants—simple folks, unlet- 
tered—for the most. . with. no special qualifications, But as 
Christ chose them Hé was seeing, not so much what they were, as 
what they were to become, The clue to their selection was that 
they were to be with Him. That was the beginning of their devel- 
opment and their transformation. 


He created a fellowship which was a deep content for Him, 
but for them was all in all. It was a new thing in human 
experience. For three years they saw with their eyes and 
heard with their ears. 


They heard the music of His voice. They watched His slow 
smile. They saw the sunlight dancing on His hair. They saw Him 
perform miracles. They heard Him tell unforgettable parables. He 
told them when they had seen Him they had seen the Father. 

And then came ebbing popularity and the shadow of the Cross. 
Was their fellowship to end with His death? Their testimony is 
that it did not—that the fellowship not only survived death, but was 
consummated after it through His Resurrection. 

It is an astounding claim to maKe. They claim that in the days 
between the Resurrection and the ascension Jesus establishes this 
friendship, so that it would be available to men in all ages. 


Have you ever wondered about the Resurrection appear- 
ances? Have you ever wondered why, when Jesus met Mary 
in the garden, He would not let her touch Him? 


lt was because He wanted to take her beyond the evidence of 
sight and touch. He wanted her to learn that she could realize 
His presence, without the need of eyes and hands. He was busy 
bridging the gap, planting the friendship in the unseen. 

So, in the other post-Resurrection appearances... 

Two men are on their way to Emmaus. Suddenly they find a 
Companion by their side. He walks with them—teaching them— 
appealing to their understanding—and finally sits down to break 
bread with them. 

Then they recognize Him, and He is gone.

The 12 are gathered in the Upper Room. Suddenly they are 
aware of His presence. There is a word of peace, then He is gone. 

They began to expect Him around every corner. What do these

2 Hours After Plane Sinks 


MIAMI, Fla.—(UP)—A Coast Guard flying boat plucked a mother and father and 
their two small children and another man from the Atlantic east of here yesterday two 
hours after, according to a five-year-old survivor, their “plane drowned”, 

The’ single-engined, four-place — Se Gt pr AK 
airplane in which the five were SOS 
en route from British Guiana to’ SS 
Miami for their first Christmas at 3 
home in three years, plunged into 
the sea 60 miles east of here short- 
ly before noon yesterday. 


The five clung for two hours to 
air-filled gasoline tins before the 
Coast Guard aircraft landed 
and lumbered over the swells to 
them. 


“I wasn’t scared,” said wet and 
bedraggled A. K. “Butch” Henne- 
ken, eldest of the two children, 
“but the plane drowned.” 

The survivors were: Butch, his 
20-month-old brother, Bobby; their 
father and mother, A. K. Hen- 
neken, 39, and Mrs. Henneken, 25, 
and T. G. Jungerson, 29, a friend. 


The Hennekens were en route to. 
Monterey, Cal., to spend Christmas 
with relatives. Jungerson was on 
his way to Summit, N. J. 


Henneken said the plane began 
to “go bad” about 20 miles west of 
the fishing resort Island of Bimini 
and that he decided to turn back 
in an attempt to land on its broad 
‘beach. 

At 11:53 a. m, he told the Coast 
Guard by radio: “I’m at 600 feet 
and going into the water.” 

A few seconds later the plane 
hit the ocean. 

It floated briefly while the pas- 
sengers crawled out on the wings. 
Then it sank slowly under the 
water, leaving all five clinging to 
twe empty gasoline tins. 

Mrs. Henneken said on their ar- 
rival at the Coast Guard base here 
that “We were all scared, of 
course, and’ Butch cried a little 
just before the plane hit the wa- 
ter.

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Fear Chiang Cant Keep Formosa 


WASHINGTON — (#) — Top 
American officials were reported 
‘fearful yesterday that China’s Na- 
tional Government, despite its de- 


_jcision to flee to Formosa, will not 


,be able to keep that strategic is- 
land out of Chinese Communist 
hands. 

In consequence, many authori- 
ties here believe that the United 
States also will not likely be able 
to do anything effective to keep 
the Communists out of Formosa. 


| However, the joint chiefs of 
‘staff are reported to have decided 
‘that the island is not so over- 
'whelmingly important as to war- 
rant the use of Américan military 
furces to keep it out of Commu- 
nist hands. There is no conflict be- 
‘tween this strictly military deci- 
‘sion and State Department think- 
ing.

|} But responsible officials say 
that a decision to avoid the in- 
volvement of American forces 
does not mean that the United 
States would not employ other 
methods in economic and political 
fields if opportunities opened up. 
The trouble is, no one here can 
see right now how such opportu- 
nities could be opened. 


American policy in that area is 
a matter of urgent concern in the 
State and Defense Departments. 
They are trying to determine 
whether the United States may be 
avle to “neutralize” Formosa at 
no* too high a price, or turn it 
into an active and co-operating 
part of the American defense sys- 
tem in the Western Pacific. 

State Department officials have 
a strong suspicion that Chiang 
Kai-shek is due to reap in For- 


mosa a prickly crop of political 
and military failures sowed since 
1945 by some of his administra- 
tors. Many authorities here believe 
that the island people, if not al- 
ready ready for revolution, may 
become so as the political and eco- 
nomic pressures upon them in- 
crease. 


There remains the possibility. 
that even if Chiang can hold the 
lid on Formosa, his military forces 
would crumble under an am- 
phibious invasion by Communist 
forces from the mainland. 

Formosa, whose name means 
“beautiful” in the language of the 
early Portuguese voyagers, lies 100 
miles off the coast of China and 
flanks the routes between Japan 
‘and the Philippines. Its location 
makes it of considerable interest

| WASHINGTON—Ships poi- 
soned by the deadly rays from 
atomic bomb blasts like those at 
‘the Bikini tests can be cleansed 
effectively and restored to useful 
duty, Navy atomic defense experts 
disclosed yesterday. 

| After three years of experiments 
at the Naval Radiological Defense 


‘Laboratory at the San Francisco | 


‘Naval Shipyard, the Navy has 
lfound that warships with radio- 
active water from the underwater 
blast at Bikini can be decontam- 
‘inated by various methods. 


| The most practical cleansing 
imethod is wet sandblasting, the 
‘Navy said. Other methods include 
‘removal of paint by caustic solu- 
tions, scraping of the paint and 
part of the metal surface, and 
‘chemicals to dissolve the radio- 
|active poisons and wash them 
away. 

Of the 10 ships saved from the 
76-ship target fleet at Bikini for 
the decontamination research, 
‘nine have been completely cleared 
of dangerous radiations and have 
‘been restored to duty. The tenth

The remaining 66 target 
iships have been sunk, because the

Keep Atlanta Ahead! 
That was the slogan the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce adopted 
a year ago as it launched a long-range 31-point program to revive 
“the old Atlanta Spirit” and keep Atlanta in the forefront of the 
cities of the South. 
Not all of the goals have been achieved in a mere 12-month 
period. Some will take years to accomplish. 
But at the Chamber’s 90th annual meeting last night at the 
Athletic Club, retiring President Elbert P. Tuttle gave an eye- 
opening report of almost amazing Atlanta progress in 1949. - 
Tifttle’s report was not limited to the considerable activities of 
the Chamber of Commerce alone, but included advances made by 
all of Metropolitan Atlanta and its many community organizations, 
governments, public agencies and private business enterprises. 
At least some strides have been made toward each of the 31 
points of the Chamber program, and actual progress has been made 
in all but five. In some instances the gains have been enormous. 
In nearly every endeavor the Chamber has had a direct hand. 
More than 600 Atlanta leaders, listening to Tuttle’s report and 
looking at pictures and charts flashed on a screen, learned that 
in 1949 Atlanta forged ahead in commercial and industrial develop- 
ment, population, metropolitan planning, expressways, traffic and 
transportation, safety, public utilities, health and hospitals, schools 
and culture, recreation, agriculture, citizenship, churches, agricul- 
tural income, and streamlining of government.

We Don't Fall So Easily Any More 


WASHINGTON—There is a type of political strategy that has become very familiar through con- 
stant use. This is to take a man or group of men identified with a particular political and economic 
philosophy and make them out to be dupes or villains, or even sinister if possible, in order to dis- 


credit the philosophy. 

That’s much simpler than a generalized attack 
on the philosophy, for an idea can be person- 
alized into specific human beings who are pub- 
lic figures and are cartooned and caricatured, 
which makes them easy targets and scapegoats.

So we find Franklin D. Roosevelt vilified 
anew and his widow attacked scurrilously. And

Hopkins, who burned out his life with his de- 
voted and effective war service, and Henry A.

Nor at the time had 
we developed an atom bomb or did we know the 
process of making it—the industrial “know-how,” 
which is the chief thing. 


It is hard afterward te project y 
back inte the crisis of war, but we were 
fighting a war for our national survival, 
the Russians were our Allies upon whom 
depended heavily, which now seems to 
forgetten in many quarters.

In America 
Charles Dickens Saw— 


In Charles Dickens’ “American Notes,” writ- 

ten in 1843, one may read this: 

“It is an essential part of every national 
character to pique itself mightily upon its faults, and to deduce 
tokens of its virtue or its wisdom from their very exaggeration. 
One great. blemish in the popular mind of America, and the 
prolific parent of an innumerable brood of evil, is universal 
distrust. Yet the American citizen plumes himself upon this 
spirit, even when he is sufficiently dispassionate to perceive the 
ruin it works; and will often adduce it, in spite of his own 
reason, as an instance of the great sagacity and acuteness of the 
people, and their superior shrewdness and independence. 

_ “*You carry,’ says the stranger, ‘this jealousy and distrust 
into every transaction of public life. By repelling worthy men 
from your legislative assemblies, it has bred up a class of can- 
didates for the suffrage, who, in their every act, disgrace your 
institutions and your people’s choice. It has rendered you so 
fickle, and so given to change, that your inconstancy has passed 
into a proverb; for you no sooner set up an idol firmly than you 
are sure to put it down and dash it into fragments: and thus 
because, directly you reward a benefactor, or a public servant, 
you distrust him, merely because he is rewarded; and immedi- 
ately apply yourselves to find out, either that you have been 
too bountiful in your acknowledgments, or he remiss in his 
deserts. Any man: who attains a high place among you, from 
the President downward, may date his downfall from that 
moment; for any printed lie that any notorious villain pens, 
although it militate directly against the character and conduct 
of a life, appeals at once to your distrust, and is believed. « 
You will strain at a gnat in the way of trustfulness and confi- 
dence, however fairly won and well deserved: but you will 
swallow a whole caravan of camels, if they be laden with 
unworthy doubts and mean suspicions. Is this well, think you, 
or likely to elevate the character of the governors or the 
governed among you?’” 

That, I believe is worth reading, over again before proceeding. 


There seems to me to be wisdom in it. 
Faith It is, as Dickens found, a part of our attitude to carry 
jealousy, mistrust and malicious gossip into our political 
and public life. We seem actually eager to believe something evil. 
; I have had persons of apparent good sense assure me that all 
grand juries were crooked and bossed; that judges were appointed 
because of some deal; that governors were in fact thieves and 
without any shred of honor; that Presidents were, in fact, pigmies 

of judgment and honor. 

These persons see a “fix” in every act; an “angle” to every 

decision, a “payoff” in every contract. 


The fact there so often is proves only what Dickens noted 


long ago—that our attitude “breeds up” the sort of person who is 
willing to endure all that, or to practice it, to obtain the majority 
of votes. 

It explains why, too, there are not more so-called “good men,” 
who offer for office. 


System I think Dickens is right, and I deplore it. Yet, know, 

too, that most of the so-called “good men” who might 
otherwise offer themselves to the electorate simply lack the courage 
required. Politics deteriorates—where it does—for lack of courage 
and integrity. 

In our political system there must be the willingness to 
“take it.” 

The man who wants to be of service must figure in criticism 
and abuse as part of the price we must pay to maintain our system. 

Still, we can destroy it. 

We can destroy it by standing up to be counted when there is 
criticism and abuse of men in whom we believe. Too often there is 
a willingness to let able and honest public officials stand alone 
when the shell fire of smear attacks begin to break around them. 


History It is remarkable how Dickens caught, in so short a 
span of time, this ugly side of our system. It is 
especially true of our Presidents. Andrew Jackson fought two duels 
and killed one man because of slander against his wife. Rarely has 
there been an uglier picture than that of gossip directed against a 
worthy woman. We see a counterpart of it today in the con- 
temptible slanders against Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. All our 
Presidents have been subjected to smears and lies. Grover 
Cleveland was accused of fathering an illegitimate child. Lincoln 
was denounced as an atheist and a wife beater. In better times 
Harding was accused of being of mixed blood and of fathering an 
illegitimate child. There was a flood of abuse and slander 
against Franklin D. Roosevelt, largely from those who had benefited 
most by his actions. Now it goes on against Harry S. Truman. 

One of the revealing sidelights was the recent FHA decree, 
which was confused by the press services. Over the South there 
was a rash of absolutely hysterical éditorials abusing the President. 
Now that it is revealed these were in error there are none in apology 
or admission of error. 

Our system still is the best. It requires courage to enter into 
it. It does “breed up” some pretty sorry public officials. But always 
there are good ones and honest ones who keep us going. 

Mr. Dickens, though, had good eyes.

Drunks and Fires 


Editor Constitution: In your editorial of Tues- 
day, Nov. 29, headed “Arrest of Drunks in Hotel 
Fires,” it is noted that you recommend to Council 
that it consider some special legislation to cover 
cases where drunks set hotel beds afire, endan- 
gering the lives of hundreds, and damaging 
property of others. 

You will find inclosed a copy of the Georgia 
Safety Fire Regulations promulgated by Hon. 
Zack D. Cravey, Commissioner, after being ap- 
proved by the Georgia Safety Fire Advisory 
Board. On Page 22 you will find Regulation 19, 
which reads as follows: 

“Regulation XI1X—Unlawful ignition of com- 
bustible contents. (1) Any person smoking or 
attempting to light’ or smoke a cigarette, cigar, 
pipe or tobacco or any form for which lighters, 
matches or inflammable liquids are used, sets 
fire to any bedding, furniture, curtains, drapes, 
house, or household furnishings in any hotel 
shall be subject to the penalties as provided for 
by the laws of this State.” 

Also inclosed is a copy of a proposed resolu- 
tion which has been submitted to the City of 
Atlanta and other cities in the State and upon 
adoption by a city of the State regulations their 
recorder would be authorized under the law to 
try these cases. 

Allow me to commend you on your timely 
article and assure you and the public that it is 
our sincere desire to have the co-operation of the 
cities in the inforcement of this law and rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder.

However, with some folks remembering one 
line and some another, here seems to be the 
consensus as to how the words went to “Two 
Little Girls in Blue.”

GOP Can't Ignore the South 


WASHINGTON—Talk of a combination of Southern Democrats 
and Republicans, with Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as their presi- 
dential candidate, has set off a flood of dissertations asserting both 
the technical impracticality and the ideological incongruity of such 


a union. 

First, it is contended, the Re- 
publican Party could not change 
its name without destroying it- 
self in its Northern strongholds 
and the South will never accept 
any candidate labeled ‘‘Repub- 


lican.” 

Secondly, because racial equal- 
ity has been a foundation stone 
of the Republican Party since 
its beginning, and the South is 
as segregation-minded as ever, 
the proposed combination inev- 
itably would crash on that is- 
sue. 


As to the first of these 
propositions, mutual support 
of General Eisenhower would 
not necessitate either surren- 
der of the Republican name in 
the North, or adoption of that 
label by the General’s South- 
ern supporters. 


The Republican Party could 
nominate Eisenhower and a con- 
vention of State Rights Demo- 
crats also could nominate him. 
Electoral votes won under either 
label would be equally potent. 

One development of 1948 not 
likely to occur again was the 
theft of regular Democratic elec- 
toral slates without giving Pres- 
ident Truman even a fighting 
chance. 


IN ALABAMA, there was a 
semblance. of popular decision 
in that the electors were chosen 
in a Spring primary in which 
the issue was squarely drawn 
between the pro- and anti-Tru- 
man forces. All the Democratic 
electoral nominees in that state 
were pledged to vote in the 
electoral college against any 
candidate who failed to disavow 
the Truman Civil Rights pro- 
gram. 


But in Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Louisiana, the 
Democratic electoral slates 
were taken away from Presi- 
dent Truman without refer- 
ence to the Party’s rank and 
file and the Truman ticket 
was deprived of any real op- 
portunity to contest the 
November election. 


Forewarned, as it now is, the 
Democratic organiza- 
tion is in no danger of again 
being so frozen out. In fact, 


James F. Byrnes, by proposing 
to run for Governor of South 
Carolina, on a platform of op 
position to the Truman “wel- 
fare state,” is challenging the 
National Democratic organiza- 
tion to come into his state and 
fight it out two years ahead of 
the next Presidential contest. 


Byrnes has not mentioned the 
racial issue in any of his recent 
speeches. His friends here say 
he believes that flaunting the 
banner of “white supremacy” as 
a vote-getting device in the 
South has done that section 
great injury. 


HE IS attempting to pitch his 
advocacy of state rights and 
individual freedom—as against 
social and economic regimenta- 
tion, surrendered to in return 
for Federal cash handouts—on 
a level that will appeal equally, 
North, South, East and West. 


There are many Republicans, 
on the other hand, who believe 
that their party is making a 
mistake by supporting the 
Roosevelt-Truman conception of 
federally-compelled racial equal- 
ity, while opposing concentra- 
tion of power in Washington as 
to other matters. 

One of the many political mis- 
cues charged against Gov. 
Thomas Dewey after the 1948 
election was his failure either to 
enter the South or discuss its 
viewpoints. 


Because he had brought 
about passage of a fair em- 
ployment practice law which 
was working well in New 
York State, Dewey was in fine 
Position to argue that State 
action was the best way to 
solution of the race issue. His 
Southern supporters urged 
that if he would assert that 
position in just one speech 
south of the Mason and Dixon 
line he would win several 
Southern States. 


Instead, Dewey shunned the |

Think of the way a woman’s eyes light up when she 
says “Fifth Avenue” or the “Rue de la Paix.” That’s how 
a Viennese looks when she speaks of the Kaerntnerstrasse. 


Even today, when Vienna’s 
stately opera house is a ruin, 
its majestic St. Stefan’s Cathe- 
dral half gone and its imperial 
waltz-time elegance a_ wistful 
memory, the shops on. the 
Kaerntnerstrasse are still, to 
the Viennese, the most luxurious 
and tempting in the world. 

While jeeps buzzed past with 
American, British, Russian and 
French soldiers—one each for 
the four powers that jointly oc- 
cupy and rule Vienna—J wan- 
dered for an afternoon up and 
down this fascinating street. 


One shop window outshines 
another in lavish displays. There 
were satin and wool dresses in 
the latest fashion, cashmere 
sweaters in a rainbow of colors, 
beautiful leather and suede 
coats, handbags and shoes, furs, 
petit point and enchanting 
dirndis and blouses by Lanz of 
Salzburg. 


At least twice I stopped in 
giittering coffee houses (all mir- 
rors and crystal chandeliers) to 
have coffee piled with whipped 
cream, and fabulous Viennese 
pastries. 

With me, as guide gind inter- 
preter, was a young newspaper 
woman who has lived in Vienna 
for four years since the Rus- 
sians swarmed into her native 
Tyrolean village. I thought her 
enthusiasm just part of the 
Austrian charm, until she con- 
fided that she had never been 
in most of the shops herself, 
and.had never before tasted 
those coffees and pastries. 

“IT live with my sister, her 
husband and their little gir!,” 
she said. “Food costs so much 
nowadays — that anything left

over goes for sweets goes to the 
child, so she can be strong.” 

Who patronizes those dazzling 
shops, to pay 500 or 1,000 schil- 
lings ($50 te $100) for a dress, 
$75 te $100 for a petit point 
bag, $30 for a sweater or 20 
cents for a delicious bite-size 
confection? 


Not the Viennese—except for 
the tiny nucleus of the new rich, 
most of whom are too frightened 
of the Russians to make any 
show of prosperity. Visitors do, 
of course, for Vienna is constant- 
ly filled with officials of the 
four powers and their wives, 
Army familie from all four oc- 
cupying countries, and travelling 
civilians reopening trade _ for 
Austria’s exports. 

During the past two vears, the 
Russian officers were on a fabu- 
lous spending spree, buying the 
most luxurious clothes available 
for their families and—er— 
friends. But the Russian Army’s 
recent pay cut put a stop to 
that. 

Viennese women, by and 
large, are starry-eyed window 
gazers on the Kaerntnerstrasse. 
When they buy, however, it is 
usually in the less chic but also 
inviting department stores and 
shops along the Mariahilfer- 
strasse, where windows display 
fairly good ready-made dresses 
at about $15 in our money, coats 
at $40 to $90, and suits at about 
$65. 

Such clothes would cost about 
the same in the United States, 
but would have better lining, 
more interesting detail—and 
take only about half the hunk 
out of the total pay. check. 

Edith Bleyer, a bright-eyed vi- 
vacious Viennese girl whose 
knowledge of English gained her 
a good job (about 2,000 schill- 
ings per month) for the ECA, 

summed up the white-collar 
girl's dilemma—and it sounded 
like home: 

“On Saturday morning, my 
day off from work, I walk 
through the city and admire 
all the beautiful things in the 
windows. <A _ very beautiful 
dress had for some time caught 
my special interest and I 
walked to the shop every Sat- 
urday to see if it was still 
there, and every time I count- 
ed my money to find out if I 
could afford the dress or not. 


“One morning while I was 
standing there again, the shop 
keeper took the dress out of the 
window. I got a shock. How 
could I bear to let anybody else 
buy ‘my’ dress? 

“There was only one thing 
for me to do, go into the shop 
and quickly buy the dress be- 
fore anybody else had _ the 
chance. So I did it—on the in- 
stallment plan.” 

Edith, who lives at home with 
her parents and_ contributes 
about a fourth of her $80 a 
month salary to the household, 
has her own economic fashion 
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program (barring a crisis such 
as “the” dress). She said: 

“Each month I can buy some- 
thing—a new handbag, the next 

month a pair of shoes, and 80 
on. Naturally by the time I 
have a complete outfit together 
the first item is not quite new 
any more.” 

Being handy with the 
needle, Edith’s wardrobe is 
partly self-made and her pull- 
overs and cardigans are hand- 
knit. She has four casual 
dresses for work, all made at 
home, three crepe dresses in 
black, dusty rose and navy, 
and one black crepe evening 
gown. A small dressmaker has 
just made her a peplum suit in 
navy blue wool. It cost the 
equivalent of $65, including 
the material. 

She owns two hats. (Vienna 
loves hats. Shops like our big 
glassy American Shoe Stores 

sell nothing but hats, for men 
and women, at prices ranging 
from $6 to $20). 

She owns four pairs of shoes 
(a real investment at $9 to $40 
a pair) and a treasured hoard 
of six pairs of stockings. The 
hose were mostly gifts. A pair 
of nylon stockings in Vienna 
costs $4 in our money. 

An intriguing blend of the 
old cosmopolitan Vienna and its 
new independent femininity 
sounded in the words of Frau 
Helen Heinrich, the stunning 
brunette wife of a newly suc- 
cessful businessman dealing in 
building materials. Although she 
herself takes full care of her 
handsome, brand - new apart- 
ment, and even does .he cook- 
ing (in a fancy hostess apron 
when there are guests) Frau 
Heinrich has all her clothes 
made to order at the best Vien- 
nese couturier, Hochsmann. 

Her hats are made by Adele 
List, Vienna’s number one mil- 
liner. Her wardrobe, proudly 
modeled for me, would be ex- 
quisite anywhere and actually 
does compete successfully with 
chic outfits in Paris, Geneva and 
Rome, for the Heinrichs travel 
a great deal—a rare thing for 
Europeans today. 

One of Frau Heinrich’s favor- 
ite tourist pastimes is shopping 
for lengths of exquisite silk and 
brocade in Italy and Switzer- 
land. : 

In the best Viennese tradi- 
tion, Frau Heinrich clings to 
ultra simple conservative de- 
signs in dark colors for daytime 
and evening, but goes all out in 
up-to-the-minute chic for cock- 
tail dresses. She sometimes pays 
1,000 ($100) schillings for a sim- 
ple dress—a statement which 
made my inter preter’s eyes pop.

Opening lead: five of clubs. 

As viewed by this depart- 
ment, the most important single 
feature in slam bidding is the 
preliminary estimate of the trick 
taking possibilities of the hand. 
The player’s judgment at this 
point weighs more heavily in 
our scheme of things than the 
perfection of the _ technique 
whereby slams are reached. 

It has many times been ob- 
served that where the responder 
has a hand that is equal to an 
opening bid, and his partner 
opens the bidding and subse- 
quently jumps, the ability to 
take 12 tricks is very probable, 
and it is the responder more 
likely than not that ha’ the situ- 
ation well in hand and is in a 
better Rpsition to make the esti- 
mate. 

In today’s hand, South opened 
quite naturally with one dia- 
mond and North’s response of 
one heart is well chosen. The 
weakness of the suit itself is no 
objection because the take-out is 
only a temporizing measure. 
South is obligated to bid again 
and the strong diamond support 
can be shown the next round. 
South’s rebid of two no trump 
is justified by his holding of 19 
points in high cards, just what 
the text book requires. 

It is at this point that North 
Should take time out to judge 
the possibilities of the hand. He 
himself, has almost an opening 
bid. It is true that in high cards 
he is short, but in support of dia- 
monds the singleton club more 
than makes up the deficiency. 
So that, in trick taking poten- 
tialities he really has the equiv- 
alent of an opening bid. A slam, 
therefore, is likely. His bid of 
five diamonds, a powerful jump, 
strongly urges partner to pro- 
ceed. It is by no means a “shut 
out.” If it were North’s aim to 
describe a hand of the pre-emp- 
tive “shut out” type he would 
have leaped immediately to five 
diamonds instead of temporiz- 
ing with a bid of one heart. 
North’s bid of five diamonds 
says in effect: “Partner, my 
hand is almost an opening bid, 
therefore. I am quite sure we 
can make game in diamonds, 
and I am rather suspicious that 
we can make a slam. I have 
very strong diamond support 
and you can count on me for a 
singleton somewhere. If you 
have not stretched a point in 
your no trump I would be hap- 
py to hear you contract for 
slam.” 

South's problem is not very 
difficult. He had something to 
spare when he bid two no trump 
and the holes in his trump suit 
should no longer cause him any 
concern. South must avoid the 
pitfall of trying for the slam in 
no trump, because it is a moral 
certainty that North has a short 
suit which will be of value if 
the hand is played at diamonds, 
but will disappear if no trump 
is the final contract.

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

1 tablespoon melted butter 

Grate the peeling from the 
apples into a bowl. Quarter and 
cut apples into 16ths and place 
in heavy skillet or baking dish. 
Combine sugar, cinnamon, flour, 
salt and apple peel and mix 
with apple slices. Dribble lemon 
juice and butter over all. Cover 
tightly and steam in oven or 
over low direct heat until ap- 
ples are soft but not done. Spoon 
hot apples into an unbaked 
crust; cover with top crust and 
press edges together firmly. 
Slash top for steam escape. Slip 
into a very hot oven, 450 de- 
grees, and bake 15 minutes. 

Now isn’t that the slickest 
ever? This is the way it works 
best for me: I make the filling 
and set it on the stove to steam. 
While it steams I make the pas- 
try and line the pan. By the 
time the pastry is mixed, rolled 
and fitted to the pan, the ap- 
ples are just about ready to turn 
into the lower crust. In the 
meantime, I have turned on the 
oven heat; and by the time the 
top crust is placed and anchored, 
the oven is ready. Fifteen min- 
utes, and I have a pie! 

Incidentally, while the pie is 
doing its 15-minute stint, I pre- 
pare some type of oven dish— 
escalloped potatoes, macaroni 
and cheese, or a_ tuna-noodle- 
cheese combination. When the 
pie comes out, the oven gauge 
is lowered and the casserole is 
slipped in. The pie cools while 
the casserole bakes. And I whip 
up a salad, set the table and din- 
ner is ready.
